AS A CHRISTIAN MISSIONARY. 

New Yorks, Nov. 7.—-The Rev. Dr. Justin 
D. Fulton said in his sermon to-day: “We 
ought to answer the questions, ‘Why is the 
country saved?

The obligation incumbent 
upon us is to protect every citizen in the en- 
joyment of life and property, and it may be 
that under certain circumstances we may be 
compelled to ask for a certain increase of 
power, but we will never anticipate such 
contingency.

M. Jutes Ferry made a speech at the 
opening of the French Chambers yesterday, 
which was in effect an apology for the action of 
the Government inexpelling the members of 
the religious orders. He said that as the laws 
existed they should be enforced, and then added 
that he thought the laws were wise and neces- 
sary, and were established for the defense of 
civil society and the rights of the State, which 
were menaced by politicians under the disguise 
of priests. He added that the decrees would not 
be enforced against female congregations, which 
seems to be a contradiction of the opening state- 
ments of his speech in reference to the enforce- 
ment of the existing laws. M. Ferry, however, 
intimated that the Government intended to in- 
troduce a bill for the regulation of the French 
convents. 


AN unprecedentedly large number of 
stamped envelopes, postal-cards, and postage- 
stamps were issued at the Post-Office Depart- 
ment during the month of October on the requi- 
sitions of local Postmasters. The number of 
stamps was 119,048,318, and the value $3,255,490; 
the number of stamped envelopes was 26,731,900, 
and the value $647,404. The postal-cards num- 
bered 40,964,000, and their vaiue was $409,800. 
The total value, it will be seen, was $4,312, 
This has never been reached in any month in 
the history of the country. In this connection 
it may be mentioned that the statistics furnished 
the Auditor of the Treasury for the Post-Office 
Department indicate that the Department may 
soon become self-sustaining. During the last 
fiscal year only $2,786,441 was taken from ou‘side 
sources for its sustentation; this was $245,114 
less than for the previous year. It is expected 
that the reduction will be still greater this year.

Tre meeting of the French Legislative 
Chambers yesterday was signalized by the sud- 
den and unavoidable dissolution of the short- 
ived Ferry Ministry. In the first vote taken, 
being on the order of business, the Government 
found itself ina minority of fifty or more,—a 
hint which was immediately acted upon, all the 

Ministers tendering their resignations. It is 
rumored that M. Brisson, Vice-President of the 
Chamber, has been selected to form a Ministry. 
During the session of the Chamber of Deputies, 
which was very brief, much disorder existed, 
and expressions of disrespect toward the 
Ministry were frequent and pointed. Bau- 
dry d' Asson, Legitimist member from Vendee, 

hoped that the present session would witness the 
death of the Republic, following up this bold re- 
mark with a motion for a sitting to-day in order 

that he might call to account the Government of 
bunglers, having reference to the recent en- 
forcement of the religious decrees. The offend- 
ing Deputy was temporarily suspended under 
the rules and forced to leave the House, but 
soon after appeared in his seat. It has been ap- 
parent for some time past that a storm was 
gathering which would eventually wreck the 
Ferry Ministerig! edifice, but the suddenness of 
the shock had not been foreseen. 


Mr. Boycort, of Lough Mask House, Con- 
nemara, Ireland, agent of the Eari of Erne, has 
jumped into notoriety, if not fame, during 
the last week, but entirely against his wish and 
will. Besides the duties of agent, Mr. Boycott 
has followed the vocation of farmer. His farm 
consists of several bundred acres, which he 
claims to have rescued from barrenness, and in 
which he bas invested all bis money. Until 
quite recently Mr. Boycott and Lord Erne’s ten- 
antry have been on the most friendly relations, 
but all this has changed. Some months ago a 
branch of Parnell’s Land League was established 
in the vicinity. The agents of the League die- 
covered that the tenants were paying 
an exorbitant rent, and advised them 
not to keep on doing 80. Last year, 
on account of the bad harvests, they could not 
pay. Mr. Boycott bided histime. The barvest 
was abundant this year,and Mr. Boycott, asa 
good and faithful agent, demanded that the rent 
and arrearages should be paid. The tenants de- 
termined to bold the harvest,“ claiming that 
much of it was grown from seed bought with 
the money of their American and Australian 
benefactors. Mr. Boycott, however, persisted in 
claiming the rent, and soon “ got himself dis- 
liked.” His own crop becameready for barvest- 
ing, but he could procure no men to harvest it. 
His grain stood in the field, and the reaper ap- 
peared not. His hay rotted, but there was no- 
body to cut or save it. Even the herders who took 
care of his cattle deserted him. His gates and 
fences were thrown down. His farm became 
the common property of the Land-Leaguers of 
the neighborhood, and he himself has had to 
seek the protection of some members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. He protested to the 
Government to which is intrusted the protection 
of life and property in Ireland. They have 
come to his rescue, Mr. Forster says that if he 
will only procure the men to gather the harvest 
the Government will protect them, and for this 
purpose most extraordinary measures are being 
taken. Four troops of hussars have been sent 
from Dublin to Mr. Boycott's farm. A regiment 
of infantry is posted in the neighborhood, and 
the soldiers in the Curr mp audin the mili- 
tary barracks throughout Ireland are held in 
readiness to support the ‘protectors of Mr. Boy- 
cott's harvest hands. And then come 500 bold 
Orangemeu of the North and proffer their serv- 
ices to Mr. Boycott. They will heip him to col- 
lect his harvest, and to collect Lord Erne’s 
rents. They will march from Belfast through 
the cnemy'’s country, these 500, into the jaws of 
death, into the mouth of bell, or Connaught,— 
Cromwell thought there was not much differ- 
ence between the two places,—and all for the 
purpose of collecting Mr. Boycott’s bay and grain, 
and perhaps his turf. Such is the substance of 
the startling news which the erstwhile Dulcigno 
fiend sends about Mr. Baycott. Verily if it 
takes such a military display to protect the 
harvesters of one land agent from the Land- 
Leaguers, what force will be required to protect 
the harvests of all the obnoxious agents 
throughout the Green Isle? The Basuto re- 
bellion, the Abyssinian or the Ashantee war, or 
even the Sepoy mutiny, or all put together, have 
not brought such terror to the soul of England, 
or rather of the cable man, as the Parnellite 
Land- Leaguers. 


GLADSTONE’S GUILDHALL SPEECH. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech at the Lord Mayor’s 
banquet lastevening has been eagerly looked 
forward to for some important pronounce- 
ment which would indicate the course of the 
British Ministry with regard to the various 
questions which agitate the minds of the peo- 
ple of Great Britain and Lreland, and which 
attract so much attention in this country and 
Europe. The speech is to some extent dis- 
appointing. Mr. Gladstone makes no definit 
statements. He touches on most of the 
topics likely to engage the attention of the 
British Parliament during the next session, 
and, if it were not irreverent or flippant to 
say it of a speech of Mr. Gladstone, it abounds 
in glittering generalities. 

As was expected, the Irish question seems 
to occupy the first place in the great English- 
man’s thought. He sets out with congratu- 
lation on the abundance of the Irish harvest, 
and with an intimation that the Ministers are 
seriously considering the condition of the 
country and the state of the law, with a view 
to so amending the latter, and thus amelior- 
ating the former, that equity and justice 
might go hand in hand with prosperity and 
contentment. The Government, he says, 
will not scruple to advise such measures as 
will bring about such a result,—from which 
it may be inferred that the Goveinment 
means to deal with the Irish question in 
a thorough and radical spirit. But, pending 
such settlement as he indicates, he says that 
the Government is determined to protect life 
and property in Ireland at all hazards, “The 
maintenance of public order,” he said, 
“should be considered before the improve- 
ment of the law.“ To which those to whom 
he referred as resorting to illegitimate influ- 
ences in Ireland may retort that itis the ex- 
istence of unjust laws, the want of improve- 
ment in those unjust laws, or their repeal, 
which have led to the menace, intimidation, 
and crime to which he alludes. It is appar- 
ent, however, that Mr. Gladstone does not 
agree with the Irish landlords that the pres- 
eut circumstances require a resort to co- 
ercive measures, and that he believes 
that the Goyernment can protect life and 
property with the powers now possessed by 
it, for he says that the Government will not 
anticipate a contingency where it may be 
compelled to ask for an increase of power. 
He adds, as a kind of qualification, and prob- 
ably for the purpose of soothing some of his 
Whig followers who have become hysterical 
over Irish lawlesness, that the Government 
will not shrink from the obligations devolv- 
ing upon it. In all this there is nothing defi- 
nit, of course, and Mr. Gladstone has prob- 
ably not yet made up his mind what course 
to pursue, and has purposely avoided being so. 

When he comes to the Basuto war he finds 
himself on dangerous ground, and treads 
lightly. He passes with an expression of 
regret that such a thing exists. The Indian 
and Afghan questions are also referred to 
very briefly. The Government has not car- 
ried out its purpose in regard to these ques- 
tions, but then Mr. Gladstone appeals to the 
British taxpayer when he intimates that 
there has been a reduction in expenditures, 
and that 30,000 troops have been withdrawn 
from Afghanistan. Let Englishmen ex- 
tract satisfaction from the statement that

ring to bother British Ministers and British 
officials, and to embarrass British Premiers 
who would like to make happy speeches at

Mr. Gladstone was more definit in his ref- 
erence to the Eastern question than on any 
topic touched on. He held with Lord Bea- 
consfield—and Mr. Gladstone could hardly 
feel comfortable in agreeing with his great 
rival—that it was England's interest that the 
Treaty of Berlin should be upheld, and 
that England should not shrink from the 
obligations imposed on it thereby. He was 
right in saying that his efforts in trying to 
ameliorate the condition of the Turkish sub- 
jects and to amend: the laws of the Ottoman 
Empire, if successful, would redound to the 
benefitof Turkey, and that in making the 
effort he showed England was not the ene- 
my but the friend of Turkey. It is evident, 
however, that Mr. Gladstone is rot satisfied 
with the action of the other Powers which 
were represented at the Berlin Conference, 
and that he chafes at the delay which their 
indecision or insincerity has caused; and yet 
he does not, nor does the Cabinet of which he 
is the chief, wish to take the responsi- 
bility of advising that England should try 
alone and single-handed to force Turkey to 
fulfill its international obligations and its 
obligations to its subjects. He tried to reas- 
sure himself and his audience by referring to 
a telegram from the Sultan promising, for 
the twentieth time at least, a satisfactory 
settlement of the Dulcigno affair in a few 
days. The Greek question was hardly re- 
ferred to. 

Mr. Gladstone was in an embarrassing 
He has inherited from his 
predecessor the Afghan, the Eastern, 
and the South African troubles.

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AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE DEMOCRATIC 
LEADERS. 


Either the Barnum project to contest the 
vote of New York is in earnest or it is not. 
If it is meant to be carried out seriously it is 
a project for civil war. If such a result is 
not actually contemplated, and the purpose 
is only to cover up the Incapacity of the Dem- 
ocratic ‘campaign management, then it 
amounts only to a stock-jobbing scheme. In 
either event, however, the proposition de- 
mands prompt and emphatic renunciation by 
the men who are regarded as the leaders of 
the Democratic party. 

Any serious effort to deprive Garfield and 
Arthur of the Electoral vote of New York, 
which the people of that State have declared 
shall be given them, cannot reach fruition 
short of civil war. The Republicans, who 
represent the popular majority and the ma- 
terial strength of the country, will nat sub- 
mit to such a conspiracy, no matter What 
means may be employed to give it the sem- 
blance of vitality. The reading people of the 
country know that the Republican candidates 
have been deprived of the Electoral votes ot 
several of the Southern States by a system of 
fraud and terrorism. That alone is hard 
enough to endure. It would not be endura- 
ble if the citizens of, the remainder of the 
country were not numerous and intelligent 
enough to overcome the effect of Southern 
fraud. Any attempt to add to this mass of 
injustice the theft of a State which holds the 
balance of power and was carried in spite of 
a Democratic organization that has main- 
tained itself for years by fraud, would excite 
a resistance not less determined than that 
which secession encountered twenty years 
ago. There have been no frauds in New 
York during a generation save those which 
have been committed by Tammany agents. 
If this habitual cheating has been suppressed 
in part this year by Republican vigilance, 
and overcome in part by the strong popular 
sentiment in favor of the Republican prin- 
ciples and Republican candidates, then the 
Republican party and the country are cer- 
tainly entitled to the fruits of such a 
triumph, and they will not consent to forego 
the enjoyment thereof. 

Barnum and his desperate associates can- 
not count upon revolution and civil war to 
aid them in carrying forward their designs. 
Even the Bourbons of the South are not pre- 
pared to go to such length. They have not 
yet forgotten the lesson they learned from 
four years of civil strife, nor have they yet 
recovered from the injury they then brought 
upon themselves and their entire section. 
They would be the first to curse the politi- 
cians of the Barnum stamp if a new conflict 
were to be precipitated. 

But, if the Barnum scheme is not to be car- 
ried this far, why is it not abandoned at 
once? The case will be a preposterous one 
if it shall ever be made up. It will rest, when 
it shall come before Congress, upon a protest 
of a single Democrat in the State Canvassing 
Board (young Seymour, State Engineer), as 
against a popular majority of more than 20,000 
votes. If not laughed down in Congress, it 
can only be pressed by open rebellion. If 
the latter be out of the question, as we still 
believe it to be, then why cling to a desper- 
ate effort that is predestined to failure? We 
can conceive of no higher purpose than that 
of bearing the stock market or protecting the 
gamblers who wagered their money on the 
election of Hancock. Unfortunately, the rev- 
olutionary project devised for this base pur- 
pose will at thesame time exert a depressing 
influence upon all business, and arouse more 
or less of a popular alarm which will be hurt- 
ful to the peace, progress, and well-being of 
the country. 

There is only one way in which Barnum and 
his desperadoes can be put down. The law 
cannot be invoked to put a gag upon their 
wild and unscrupulous pronunciamentos. 
The Republicans can only denounce the 
scheme and seek to allay public excitement 
by exposing its futility. But the so-called 
leaders of the Democratic party, North and 
South, the men for whom patriotic pur- 
pose ds claimed by the Democrats,— 
such men as Bayard, and Thurman, 
and Randall, and Alexander Stephens, 
—can put a stop to this business 
at once, if they are disposed todoso. Bar- 
num has called a meeting of the Democratic 
National Committee for next Friday. The 
leading men of the Democratic party are said 
to have been invited to attend that meeting. 
If there be a spark of patriotism in the Dem- 
ocratic party, these gentlemen will issue an 
address to the country which shall disavow 
emphatically and unequivocally every pur- 
pose of making a contest over a Presidential 
election which has been lost to them in spite 
of unfair practices in benalf of the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, Will they do this?

THe engineers of the Fraud issue in New 
York are not statesmen. That is evident 
enough. Nor are they lawyers. They don’t 
begin to realize the difficulties that would 
stand in the way of their program. Not only 
would they have to prove that 22,000 votes 
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had been illegally cast, but they would be 


‘obliged to designate ‘the votes and the pre- 
cincts in which they were cast. If this 
should be done, they would next have to con- 
vince a Republican Board of Canvassers that 
it was their duty to certify the election of the 
Hancock Electors, and induce the Republican 
Governor to send on a Hancock certificate 
to be opened by a Republican Vice-President 
and declared in the presence of Congress.

Nor could they obtain a majority 
except by seating McCabe in place of Orth 
and Donnelly in place of Washburn, two 
iniguities which, in view of the late elections 
in Indiana and Minnesota, and the palpable 
intent of the proceeding, would not 
for a moment be tolerated either by 
the people of these States or of 
the Union. If the conspirators could do all 
these t itis evident from the tons ot 
the Southern press that they could not count 
on the Southern members of Congress to aid 
them. A majority could never be obtained 
in Congress to consummate the infamy. 
Any man less ignorant of law and politics 
than Barnum or John Kelly would know all 
this without being told, but those stupidly 
blind leaders of the blind have required a 
week to learn it from the men of sense in 
their own party. Surely a great political 
campaign was never before intrusted to the 
hands of such an ignoramus as William H. 
Barnum. 


. WATTERSON’S WAIL. 

We print elsewhere Mr. Henri Watterson’s 
wail. Like all of Mr. Watterson’s wailing, 
it is purely emotional. It lacks mathematics, 
facts, logical sequence, or sound reasoning, 
in which qualities, Mr. Watterson said, in 
his North American Review artice, that the 
Southern statesmen, of course including 

imself, are sadly deficient. Mr. Watterson 
devotes the first part of his wail to the Dem- 
ocratic party. He graphically likens it to a 
rickety old carryall. He says it is very 
obsolete and very cranky. It has certainly 
wabbled in its gait and gone astray, like any 
time-server.“ He has tried, to the extent of 
his poor means, “ while holding fast to its 
good traditions, to set it on a career suited to 
the altered times we live in,” but in vain.

Henry then goes on with his wailing: “It 
has debauched all our modes of thinking, 
and is bringing into play an enginery, and 
the tools to handle it, of the most dangerous 
character. It may succeed, and probably 
will succeed, in supplanting the antique in 
Southern life and thought with that which is 
Northern and modern, and, in doing this, it 
will extirpate much that the South were well 
quit of; but it will supply a vacuum with a 
deal that can in no wise improve the people 
or the country, and will lose the South in 
virtue more than it will gain in craft and 
Want.“ 

All this is very touching, very sentimental, 
and very emotional, but, unluckily, it is not 
true. Still it constitutes the reasons why 
Mr. Watterson cannot act with the Repub- 
lican party, and we must respect them, 
though they are the reasons of a poetical 
and somewhat lackadaisical politician, in- 
stead of a man of common sense. Nor 
shall we quarrel with Mr. Watterson’s de- 
cision. He says: May not a man, may not 
a party, be useful in opposition ?” Certainly, 
Mr. Watterson. You can be of more use op- 
posing the Republican party than favoring it. 
What sort of a Government should we have 
if all of us belonged to one party?” Mr. 
Watterson ought to know, for his white 
friends in the South all belong to one party 
and will not allow the other party, which is 
in the majority, to elect its candidates. What 
sort of a party we should haveis clearenough 
to see if he will consult the infamous frauds 
and corruptions in Georgia, Mississippi, and 
South Carolina, and the manner in which his 
party, having control, stuffs ballot-boxes and 
bulldozes negroes. He says: The old car- 
ryall was never more rickety than now. May 
be it will go to pieces.“ Nevertheless he is 
going to stick to it. All right, Mr. Watter- 
son. By so doing you can be of great service 
to the Republican party. So long as you 
let the Bourbons drive the old carryall 
and keep the Democratic party together so 
long your old carryall will be distanced by 
the spanking Republican team. If you 
should join the Republicans you could not 
be of half the service to them or have half 
the influence that you can exert by remain- 
ing in the Democratic organiziation.

A better solution of the mat- 
ter will be for Ohio to elect Sherman to the 
Senate, and for Garfield to send Schurz as 
Minister to the German Empire, where he 
would be received with peculiar favor and 
pride. In that case, there would be no rea- 
son why President Garfield should not have 
an entirely new Cabinet of his own selection. 
He could also avoid in this way the embar- 
rassment of choosing an Ohio man as one of 
his intimate associates, advisers, and dispen- 
sers of patronage, 

The selection of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will be one of the most difficult of the 
problems that shall present themselves to the 
new President. He will want a man who 
will keep strictly in the line of the present 
financial system, and avoid at the same time 
the goldite Scylla and the greenback 
Charybddis. Wall street must not be per- 
mitted to control the policy of the Treasury 
in the interest of scarce and dear legal-tender 
money, nor must that policy be subjected to

That it should 
have decreased at all, notwithstanding the large 
influx of gold from abroad and the products of 
the mines in the West, is an interesting and 
singular fact, which has furnished for some time 
a subject of discussion in financial circies. 
Hitherto the volume of currency has been 
susceptible of measurement with considerable 
accuracy, the most of it making its appearance 
at the banks and money centres with something 
like periodicity, but now it appears that two or 
three hundred millions. 
HAVE MYSTERIOUSLY GOTTEN AWAY 

from the financial calculators, somewhat to the 
annoyance of the New York banks, which have 
been making excessive loans, and which find the 
amount of available currency inconveniently 
small. The disappearance is probably to be ac® 
counted for by the fact that people generally, 
thanks to the prosperity everywhere, have paid 
their debts, and are keeping much larger sums 
in their pockets than they have ever before been 
able to keep.

To change 
it as proposed would be a great injustice, as well 
as a gross insult, to China, and unconstitutional, 
withal: that if the Grand Secretary would stand 
firm, and so counsel bis Gove rnment, no change 
need be, or should be, made? that the Chinese 
had been shamefully maltreated in California.—

KICKED TO DEATH. 


The Result of Not Making a Fair Di- 
vision ot the Proceeds of a Robbery. 
Another murder was added to the long list by 

the death at the County Hospital yesterday 

morning of a man whose name is Harry Wal- 
aron. He was brought to tne Hospital Monday 
in an express-wagon by a man who gave his 

name as Charles Markham, the proprietor of a 

cheap lodging- house in the basement of No. 485 

Clark street. Waldron was vnconscious, and 


appeared to be suffering from injuries to the. 


brain, as the scalp and the face were ternbly 
cut and bruised, as if by kicks. Only a brief 
explanation was given by Markham, to the 
elfect that the man had been beut- 
en in a street brawl last Saturday in 
the neighborhood of his house, and , that 
after consulting with the police and 
the City Physician he had been advised to 
have the man brought to the hospital. And 80 
when the death of the man was yesterday re- 
ported to the police it looked very much as if 
they had another mysterious case to work out. 
It was given over to Otlicers MeDonaid and 
Duify of the Armory. Markham, the keeper of 
a l-cent ye Ng hve me made a very straight 
statement that Waldron had been stopping at 
his place for two weeks, and that he was given 
over to intoxication day after day, so that he 
had very little money, and was living in a very 
loose manner. He was injured in 
A FIGHT WITH A BIG LOAPER 

named John Kinney, and reached the lodging: 
house in a badly demoralized condition. 0 
took to his bed, and his wounds were roughly 
cleansed and dressed by Markhum’'s partner. 
The following morning he was much worse, and 
Markham sought medical attendance for him. 

Alexander Biggs, bartender in M. Brennan's 
saloon, at No. 40 Clark street, states that the 
fight comm onced in the saloon at about 4 o’clook 
Saturday afternoon. Waldron was drunk and 
had fallen asleep at a table, when Kinney 
came in and was about to awuke 
bim, when de, Biggs. interfered and 
pretented him. Then Kinney wanted to 
search his pockets, and was again prevented. 
When the man finally awoke, Kinney sneeringly 
called him “a fine duck,” and similar expres- 
sions. They appeared to bave bad some previous 
dificulty, of which the bystanders knew noth- 
ing, and soon began to scuffle. Biggs separated 
them, and, throwing them into opposit ego 
told them to get out into the street if they ha 
any fighting to do. Waldron, soggy drunk, 
passed out and Kinney followed him. Some 
fifty feet north of the saloon the combat com- 
menced,and Waldron, owing to his condition, 
wus beoten back to the suloon, where be fell. 
Kinney then repeatedly kicked him, and fairly 
danced on the man’s bead. Some thirty or forty 
persons witnessed the brutal performance, and 
did nothing, and the fight was only ended by 
some passengers who alighted for the purpose 
from a Clark street car. inney went back into 
the saloon to wash bis face and hands, but they 
were so disgusted with him there that he was 
ordered to go his way. He was, however, seen 
loating about the place Sunday afternoon and 
evening, and it is presumed he is knocking 
about his usual baunts. He is described asa 
tall, well-built man, who would be powerful if he 
was not such a drunken and lazy ioafer. A be- 
sotted face, a heavy black mustache, and dark, 
waving hair was the description given of him to 
the police. 

THE DECEASED 

was a chap pretty well liked by his associates, 
and whisky appears to have been his only evil. 
It is thought he came from New York, but 
nothing is known concerning his home or rela- 
tives. He appeared to be about 30 years of age. 
Last summer he worked as a brakeman on the 
bs gg and prior to that he was sailing on the 
akes. 

The physicians at the County Hospital made 
a post-mortem examination of the body yester- 
day, and found that death was caused by hemor- 
rbage and concussion of the brain. he bead 
was badiy contused, and one side of the brain 
was slightly sloughed, while the other was 
clotted with serum, 

Last evening the sequel of the quarrel be- 
tween the two men was made apparent by one 
of the witnesses of the fightgwho stated to the 
police that Waldron and Kinney were the men 
who last Friday nigut held up and robbed L. 
Collins, engineer of Hall & inch'’s planing- 
mill on Clark street, near Taylor, and robbed 
him of a silver watch and chain and $5 cash. 
Waldron was the one who went through the 
pocketg and obtained the plunder, and he failed 
to divide with Kinney. ence the row. There 
appears to be some truth to this story. 

Kinney bas thus far escaped arrest, but the 
police are on his track and expect to have him

Death of the Latadryman—A Drunken 
Fellow Pretends to Make a Confes- 
sion.

Street Station, while traveling his post met at a 
dance Dugan, who was under the influence of 
liquor. e bragged that 

HE KNEW WHO SHOT THE CHINAMAN, 
as he was across the street at the time. The of- 
ficer, knowing that Dugan lived on Green street 
not fur from indiana,and only a few hundred 
fect away from the laundry, thought there 
was something in the story. and he re- 
ported to Lieut. Bonfield. Dugan was found 
and he accused Tommy Sexton of the murder. 

Sexton once killed a man witha billiard-cue on 

Hulsted street, uear Harrison, and is known to 

be ahard case. Everything was done to effect 

his capture, and late last evening Detectives 

Costello and Whelan found him at the corner of 

Lake and Canal streets.

The Republicans of Chicago, just one week 
after the great Nevember battle, joined last 
night m solid array to celebrate the sweeping, 
glorious victory. It was well, all things consid- 
ered, that the jubilation was postponed from 
last Saturday night in deference to the abomina- 
ble weather prevailing at that time, for not 
only did everything atmospheric conspire last 
night to make the jubilee turnout a perfect 
success, but there was a peculiar fitness in du- 
plicating on a large scale at the close of the 
seven days following the great National triumph 
of the 2d of November the spontaneous, un- 
checked, triumphaat outbursts of joy which rent 
the air election night. The occasion, the numbers, 
the enthusiasm, everything joined to make the 
jubilation just what it was intended to be,—a 
stupendous success, long to be remembered in 
the history of political demonstrations in Chi- 
cago and the Northwest. 

THE START WAS PELAYED 

for various reasons, but particularly on account 
of the late arrival of the marching clubs from 
outside precincts of the city, though Gen. 
Torrence was as active as possible in getting 
the commands in line. The crowds on 
State, Monroe, and Adams streets, and 
Wabash avenve were very dense, and 
great difficulty was experienced in finding 
places for the different marching organizations, 
Finally. at a quarter of 9, the bugle sounded the 
march, and the head of the grand column, which 
by tbis time rested on Wabash avenue, near 
Van Buren street, started south amidst cheers 
and a grand display of fireworks. The line was 
formed in the following ordert First came Gen. 
J.T. Torrence and his staff, followed by the 
Stock-Yards Cavalry, mounted and numbering 
seventy-five, and led by Lyon & Healy’s band, 
gorgeously arrayed in full-dress regalia. 

A four-horse carriage, containing representa- 
tives of the press, brought up the rearof the 
General's escort, and, following that, came the 
Board of Trade column of mounted men. 

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

In the vicinity of Washington and La Salle 
streets, as early as 7 o'clock last evening, un- 
wonted animation was manifest. At that hour 
Dorsett came upon the scene leading a venera-

NOTES FROM ABROAD. 
TRANSFERRING SHIPS BY RAIL. 

The Scientific American of this week contains 
two full-page illustrations of Capt. Eads’ pro- 
posed railway for transporting ships with their 
cargo across continents. Capt. Eads claims by 
his pian to be able to take loaded ships of the 
largest tonnage from one ocean to the other 
across the Isthmus of Panama, as readily as can 
be done by a canal after the Lessep plan, and at 
a much less cost for engineering construction. 
The vroject is certainly bold and ingenious, and 
the projector anticipates no serious difficulties 
in carrying forward the enterprise. The en- 
gravings referred to in the Scientific American 
show the construction of not only the railroad, 
but the appliances for transferring the ships 
from the water tothe rail. The Scientific Ameri- 
can devotes much space to descriptions of en-

BODIES FOUND.

A Remarkable Degree of Success 
Attained During the 
Year. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 9.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Board of Regents of Michigan Uni- 
versity was held here to-night. Acting-Presi- 
dent Frieze submitted the annual report for the 
past year. It would doubtless have been grati- 
fying to President Angell, Dr. Frieze remarked, 
to have presented the report in person for the 
year, which has been by far the most prosperous 
in the history of the institution, the ninth year 
of a wise and able administration, marked by 
the advancement of the University in the great 
work for which it was organized, and giving 
abundant promise of still greater progress in 
the future, The year has been distinguished by 
greatly increased attendance, by a decided im- 
provement in all departments of the University 
in the standard of scholarship, and by uninter- 
rupted order and barmony in all its internal 
workings. 


THE FACULTY. 

The Faculties now embrace fifty-two officers of 
instruction, and have remained nearly un- 
changed. Prof. Palmer, of the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery, who was granted a year 
of absence, was summoned home in consequence 
of the resignation of Dr. H. F. Lyster, of De- 
troit, who had been appointed for the interim, 
Prof. George 8. Morris occupied the Chair of 
Modern Languages during the first session in 
the absence of Prof. Walter, who was in Paris. 
The Hon. Alpheus Felch, a leading lawyer, ex- 
Governor of Michigan, and ex-United States 
Senator, has been appointed to the new Tappan 
Professorship of Law. 

DEGREES CONFERRED. 

Four hundred and ten degrees were conferred 
last year. on examination, and four honorary 
degrees. The former were as follows: Pharma- 
ceutical chemist, 24; mining engineer, 3; civil 
engineer, 4; B. L., 3; B. 8.,4; B. L. (Latin), 16;

The total attendance was fifty-four larger 
than that of last year, which was unprecedented 
in the history of the University. he increase 
is the more gratifying, inasmuch as it bas taken 
7 in spite of more stringent requirements 
or admission and graduation, especially in the 
professional schools. In the 
LITERARY DEPARTMENT 
there were three candidates for the degree of 
mining engineer, eight for that of civil engineer, 
twenty-three for Bachelor ot Letters, forty-five 
for Bachelor of Science, thirty-five for Bache- 
lor of Philosophy, sixty-three for Bachelor of 
Letters (Latin), and 210 for Bachelor of Arts. 


SCIENCE AND THE CLASSICS. 


A considerable portion of the report is taken 
up with a discussion of the standing in the 
schools of the State and the University of the 
classics as compared with the sciences. It is re- 
marked that the courses of study are 80 ar- 
ranged that there is no difference in the com- 
pieteness of instruction afforded to students who 
are candidates for the several degrees, whether 
classical or non-classical, and every student bas 
absolute freedom of choice amongst the various 
courses or lines of study leading to different 
degrees, the facilities for learning in each of 
these courses, the pipe eyes and the honors 
— * as nearly equal as the authorities ot l 

d University can make them. If there i@uny 
preference manifested in either direction that 
reference is the result of the student’s own 
udgment. Noone is required to study for the 
classical degree rather than another, nor do the 
University authorities offer any special induce- 
ments for the pursuit of one degree rather than 
another. for twenty-eight years the Univer- 
sity has placed classical and non-classical stud- 
ies on a footing of absolute equality. 

President Freize calis attention to two facts 
First, that no. one is compelled, in pursuing his 
education in the State schools and University, to 
spend any time whatever upon classical studies; 
and second, that if the student chvoses the so- 
called classical course, the proportion of time 
actually devoted to classical studies in that 
course, is but a small fraction of the whole time 
given to bis education. 

Of the sixteen yeurs, which is the av 
time s tin securing an education in the High- 
Sch and in the University, the student who 
pursues the classical course gives 22 per cent, or 
a little more than three years in the sixteen, to 
classica! studies, with the privilege also of add- 
ing more to this kind of study if he chooses, the 
remainder of his time—a little less than thirteen 
years—being devoted to English and scientific 
studies. the three other courses the candi- 
date for the degree of B. L. (English) gives no 
time at all to ancient languages; the candidate 
for the degree of B. L. (Latin) only 10 per cent 
of his time, or a little over one year; 
and the candidate for the degree of B. 
S. only 2 per cent of the sixteen years to Latin. 
Thus it is plainly shown that the complaint, of- 
ten made. that an excessive amount of time is 
spent by the schools as well as by the University 
upon classical studies is entirely unfounded. It 
should also be remembered that one-half of the 
time giver nominally to the teaching of Latin

THE MA SYSTEM. 

The continuity of the work in local schools of 
the State and University suggests a remark on 
the working of the plan of school visiting} and 
inspection adopted 3 the jiterary Faculty ten 
years ago, and usually called the diploma sys- 
By this plan candidates for mission to 
the literary department, hold the di of 
any Michigan High-Schoel which h been 
visited by an examining committee of the Fac- 
ulty and approved are admitted to the University 
without examination. This innovation at first 
met with considerabie adverse criticism by some 
distinguished educators in the older colleges. 
Two facts are to be noted among the-results of 
the introduction. First, the standard of prepa- 
ration in the high-schools; and, sevond, the 
State system of education das become a reality. 
The hich- schools have been brought into vital 
connection with the University, which makes 
them part of an actual organism, and so far as 
concerns these schools our State system exists 
no longer merely on paper. 

There are now sixteen high- schools holding 
this relation to the University. The plau, when 
perfected, Dr. Frieze believes, will give a char- 
acter of solidity, strength, consistency. and 
—— ap 4 to the educational work of the State, 
which will leave nothing further to be desired 
but the uninterrupted operation and movement 
of the system. 

THE UNIVERSITY VS. THE GYMNASIUM. 

Dr. Freize discusses the possible advancement 
of the literary department from the condition it 
now occupies, in common with American coi- 
leges (of a German gymnasium or a French ly- 
ceum), to thut of a genuine university depart- 
ment of letters and philosophy. By the tradi- 
tional usage of Awerican colleges, our youth 
are now accustom to look upon the bachel- 
or’s degree as the ultimatum of a)! their studies, 
and our liberal education has been left far be- 
hind the proper standard, and notably below 
that of German universities, and Dr. Freize

come when these bachelors’ degrees will soon be 
abolished, and that instead of them certiticates 
of proficiency or maturity willbe given as in 
German universities. Our faculties should, as 
soon as possible, eease to expend ali their time 
and strength on that which ought to be the work 
of the high-school, thus compelling our more 
ambitious students to resort to foreign coun- 
tries to obtain their high education. 
WOMEN IN THE UNIVERSITY. 

During the year in the attendance of women 
there wus a slight increase over tnat of the pre- 
vious year, while the proportion to the whole 
number of students was less. There were in the 
Literary Department 81, of whom 59 were candi- 
dates for a de : in the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery; lin the Law; 8 in the 
Homeopathic Department; 2 in the School of 
Pharmacy; and 3 in the Dental College. 

WHERE THE STUDENTS COME FROM. 

Of the 1,430 students in attendance 64 are 
from Michigan, and of these 251 were in the 
Literary Department. Thirty-tive other States 
were represented, most largely Illinois, Ohio, 
New York, Indiana, and Penomylvania. There 
were also students trom England. Prussia, 
Japan, Burmah, Hawaii, the Bermudas, and the 
Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, and New Bruns- 
wick. fees for matriculation and otner 
pu received from the 787 students outside 
of State amounted to about $30,000. 

THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENTS.

now at the opening of a new year it has enrolled 
not less than 1,470, and will undoubtedly register 
nojgless than 1.500. Of the total number en- 

6,241 have graduated. This number indi- 
cates, so far as numbers can, the work which it 
has accomplished. : 

The expenses of the State in sustaining the 
work thus far, includ the appropriations of 
the last two years, for building and other pur- 
poses, has been $570,000. The inventory just 
completed of the University gives us the sum of 
$681,442, $100,000 in excess of the cost of the 
University for nearly forty years. This excess 
is due chiefly to the wise and skillful manage- 
ment of the Board ot Regents in the use of the 
income which the University received independ- 
ently of the State. 

A GYMNASIUM. 

For several years the students have been di- 
recting their endeavors towards securing a gym- 
nasium, and Dr. Freize calls attention to the 
importance of promoting physical development.

STUDY ON THOMAS PAINE. 


By Mr. E. B. Washburne, Ex-finister 
ofthe United States to France. 
From the Memoriat Diplomatique, Paris. 

The eminent man who for nine years has so 
creditably represcnted the United States in 
France, and who has devoted the years of his 
mature age to make known to his countrymen 
the land where his name is almost as popular as 
in his own, the Hon. Mr. Washburne, bas lately 
published in Scribner’s. Monthly a study as inter- 
esting as new on the role of Thomas Paine in 
the French Revolution. 

This study, which no doubt will be found in a 
more important work which for a long time Mr. 
Washburne has been preparing on the revolu- 
tionary epoch, is treated in the modern histor- 
ical manner, which does not admit the work of 
decond- hand. b 

It is in tho collection of the National archives 
of France, whose ches were 80 graciously 
opened to him by the affable and scholarly M. 
Alfred Maury, it is in the lugubrious annals of 
the Committee of Public Safety and of the 
Revolutionary Tribunal; it isin the journals of 
the National Convention, of that incomparable 
assembly which Mr. Washburne says. with rea- 
son, has never been equaled for energy and im- 


mense labor, that all the elements of this sub- 
stantial work have been drawn. This familiarity 


with the original documents has given to the 


American diplomat a very true conception of 
men and things of the great epoch which he has 
studied, and imparted to his narrgtive a very 
life-like aspect and brilliant — 

The conclusions of Mr. Washburne are all to 
the advantage of Paine. This bizarre personage 
whose existence was so singular, and certain 
opinions of whom can scarcely merit sympathy, 
had in France an attitude and conduct of the 
greatest dignity. He entered the Convention 
surrounded with a great presti Not know- 
ing how to speak French, be could not play an 
important role; but that which he did play did 
him great honor. When the hour came for the 
trial of the King, many Frenchmen must have 
felt shocked to see seated amongst the judges 
of the monarch a stranger, who could 
scarcely understand the language of the coun- 
try, who had seen little of French life, and who 
could not appreciate the sentiments of those 
whose mon@fchical traditions had rourished the 
feel entertained for their unfortunate mon- 
arch. This stranger, however, on this solemn 
occasion showed more impartiality, more polit- 
ical sense, and, above all, more courage, than tne 
larger part of hi$ French NP ag ty, Soe Repub- 
lican in belief, in reason, and by habit, having 
contributed by his writings to the overthrow of 
— — in America and in France, be had very 
radical opinions, and be was expected to take 
part with the Montagnards,” who desired tne 
death of Louis. He dared to face this redoubtabie 
faction in having read by one of his colleagues a 
long speech in which he pleaded, with as much 
energy as g sense, against the penalty of 
—_ = ae 2 — ace. 

o attitude o uine and bis langu were 
not less dignified,” when, after the fall of 
Robespierre,who had him expelled from the 
Convention and then imprisoned, he addressed 
himself to that body, to which four departments 
had sent him, to obtain his liberation.

GREAT WESTERN AND WABASH. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Great 
Western . meta of Canada, held in London 
Oct. 20, the“ President, Col. Grey, made the fol- 
lowing remarks regarding the connection to be 
made by his road with the Wabash at Detroit, 
which are of more than ordinary interest: 

I now come to the section of the report in 
which we treat of the Wabash connection. Ina 
special report made to you last winter the Di- 
rectors described the Wabash system as vast. It 
pleased one of you to sneer at the use of the 
adjective, and to endeavor to depreciate the im- 
portance of the connection with that road which 
the Directors then reported for the first time. 
You nevertheless approved of the arrangement, 
and time has shown that the confidence you 
thus placed in the Board was not misplaced. The 
growth of the Wabash must have been a sur- 
prise toall in this country. It was indeed a 
surprise to many on the other side; surprise, 
too, was not the only feeling in America. The 
good people of Detroit had a bad dream, in 
which they saw the rival City of Toledo cover- 

the face of the earth like another Chicugo, 
while their own city lay neglected on a grass- 
grown side-track. The vision was r 
they said it should never come to pass; and the 
citizens forthwith set to work to prove the truth 
of the old adage that dreams ge by contraries.” 
They incorporated the Detroit, Butler & Adrian 
Railway Govanake, which vp Be now en- 
ga in comstructing a road from Detroit, as the 
title of the company implies, in a southwesterly 
direction through Adrian to Butler, the eastern 
end of the Eel River section of the Wabash. The 
new road will be 120 miles in length, and is ex-

A glance at the map will suffice to 
show you the great advantage that will accrue 
both to the Wabash Company and to the Great 
Western by that connection, and consequently 
the value of the ment, which, to be lasting, 
must be beneficial to both parties.

Desir, Nov. 9.—Sudden and urgent orders 
arrived at Island Bridge barracks about mid- 
night yesterday fer the immediate dispatch of 
four troops of inetecenth Hussars, with the 
Army Service Co and ambulance wagons, to 
the west. A special train was ordered by the 
Government for the transit of the troops, 
and arrived at Broadstone terminus at half-past 
2 in the morning. The scene here was unequaied 
since the period of the Fenian rising. The man- 
agers and officers of the Midland and the Great 
Western Railway Companics are en- 
gaged in superintending arrangements for 
the dispatch of the troops. Trains 
were being got ready and engines being shunted 
from place to place, while officers and soldiers 
were engaged in embarking their horse. By 
half-past 3 o'clock this duty was successfully 
accomplished, At that hour a detachment of 
the Army Service Corps, consisting of ten wag- 
ons, including ambulance wagons, drove up 
Dominick street and proceeded to the point of 
embarkation. :

In the London money market, according to 
the Times of Oct. 28, discount rates tend more 
and more to fall away, and it has been with diffi- 
culty that brokers could get 1% per cent for 
three months’ bank paper. Transactions have 
in some cases taken place below that figure. 
Money markets abroad, and especialiy in Paris, 
are not yet so scttied and at ease as to permit 
the Directors of the bank to follow the open 
market here and reduce their official rate, but 
that cannot prevent the open market from tak- 
ing its own course.

Report of the Receiver of the 
Fidelity. 


A Puzzled Judge and Two Irate Moth- 
ers-in-Law. 


A Newspaper Fight—Record of Judg- 
ments and New Suits. 


THE “‘REVIEW’ COMPANY. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by John T. Pratt against George I. Yeager and 
R. S. Carpenter to prevent them from interfer~ 
ing with the business or management of the 
Review.Company. He says that in December, 
1879, the old Herald Company changed its name 
to that of the Review Company. Prior to that 
time Yeager and one C. H. McDermott had been 
publishing a weekly known as the Western Shoe 
and Leather Review, while Yeager also published 
the Insurance Heraid. In the spring of I8T7T com- 
plainant started the Wine and Spirit Review, and 
succeeded in putting it. on a profitable 
footing, and in the latter part of 
1879 Yeager proposed to him to 
consolidate the three papers into one concern 
to be called the Review Company. The propo- 
sition was accepted, and. in January last Yea- 
ger and McDermott conveyed al! their interest 
in the Shoe and Leather Review to the Company, 
the Company agreeing to pay McDermott $525 
for his share and to keep bim as editor at $25 a 
week. Complainant then assigned his interest 
inthe Wine and Spirtt Review to the Review 
Company, the latter agreeing to pay $2,500 of 
indebtedness due by Pratt's paper, to give him 
500 shares or one-half of the Company’s stock of 
$10 each, and to retain him.as editor at $25 a 
week. One share was issued to R. S. Carpenter, 
Yeager’s brother-in-law, and the remaining 499 
shares to Yeager,the general manager of ＋ 
new concern, who was also a co-cditor at $25 
week. For about a month all went on weil. 
when Yeager illegally ousted complainant from 
his place, and substituted McDermott as editor 
of the Wineand Spirit Review. Then Yeager in 
about a month afterward sent McDermott off, 
and put in a $15 man to run both the Reviews. 
Since then Yeager bus negiected to pay the 
$2,500 on complainant's account or the $570 due 
McDermott, while he has carefully collevted all 
the profits.. The net profits from the Wine and 
Spirit Review since January has been about 
Ao, and from the Shue and Leather Review $5,200, 
and allowing for all other expenses and Yeuger's 
saiary he must have received nearly $5,000 more 
than was due him. This whole sum, by 
his own admission, Yeager spent for 
his own use. No stockholders’ meeting 
has been called or held since January, nor — 4 
dividends mude. Nearly ail the old and expe 
enced employés of the two Heviews have been 
discharged, and the two 3 have been 80 
grossiy mismanaged that su bscription-list 
of the Wine and Spirit Revtew has fallen off one- 
half, and that of the Shoe and Leather Review 1 
been greatly lessened. Yeager, it is charged, is 
a man of bad business reputation and no N 
erty, whose paper, the Insurunce H@aid, 


is 
known as a blackmailing sheet, and it is feared ö 


he will carry off all the avuilable assets of 
the Company as svon as he knows that 
any suit has been begun. Complainant in 
conciusion asked for an accounting, for 
the appointment of a Receiver to carry on the 
business, and for an injunction to prevent Yea- 
ger or Carpenter from interfering in the affairs 
ot the Company. collecting its debts, opening 
the mail, or having anything whatever to do 
with it further. A temporary injunction was 
issued as asked by Judge Tuley. 
—— — — 
A PUZZLED JUDGE. 

A motion was made yesterday afternoon be- 
fore Judge Tuley by the defendant in the 
divorcee case of Frankie D. Dibole against Will- 
lam H. Dibble to get possession of his 2-year- 
old boy. The bill charged adultery, which 
was denied by the defendant, and in 
return be alleged that his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Bratton, made it so hot for him by her in- 
cessant and intolerable meddling, officious in- 
terfering, espionage, and bossmg that he 
could not live at home. About a dozen affidavits 
were filed yesterday for or against the motion, 
and they were utterly inconsistent and irrecon- 
cilable. Mrs. Bratton, Mrs. Dibble's mother, 
aflirmed, with every appearance of believing 
what she said, that her daughter was a paragon 
of virtue and affection, and der pn 
in-law was a shiftiess fellow who 
wouldn’t take care of his family.
